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THE VEREDICT OF OUR VISITORS,

It ie gratifvioe to our loeal pride to learn
from the fiun! frankness of one of the En-
¢lish iron and steel men who is on his way
hoeme, that our yecent visitors werea good
deal more impressed with the magnitude
ani progress of onr indusiries than they ex-
pressed in their niterances while here. The
British tendency to impassiveness and re-
serve, combined with the faot that our
puests were inspecting establishments that
are rivals of their own, made their utter-
ances ruther eool and placed a check upon
their admiration. DBat it is now stated that
the sctusl efleer of Pittsburg's mills;
furnaces, plass works, oil and gas wells,
coke works and coal mineg upon the visit-
ing foreiguers, was one of surprise if notof
amuzement.

While it is very pleasast to know that onr
industries nmpressed the expert foreipoers
even more than was indicated by their kiod,
thourh guarded, expressions of approval, it
is worth while to bear in mind the fact that
Pittsburz has realiy more to guin from the
criticisms of its visitors than from their ad-
wiration. Whatever we have accomplished
s & fixed fact, whether it is recoguized or
not; but by studying the eriticizm= of expert
rivals, our maculacturers may obtain val-
uable sugpestions as to the means by which
the resulis can be enlarged or made more
certain,

It was 3 wise remark of the late John
MeCullough that ne criticism of his acting
was =0 shallow that he eould oot find in it
some sugrestion that he could make wal-
uuble. The wisdom of that raole of action
is fur more ongent when it leads to a careful
studv of whatever the iron aad steel masters
of the Old World found in our industries
that is suseeptible of noprovement.

AN INDICATION OF INADEQUACY.

A point which goes tar toward discredit-
mg the adequacy of the census as a whole,
is brought vut by the New York Nation in
a wvery forcible mauner. The poiot has
had some atteution in these columups before,
but the Nation gives the figures in a form
thut seemss to be unsuswerable. The per-
cemtage of natural inerease of population
or excess of births over deuths has been
glowly diminishing throughout the century;
but the rate ot decrease is steady. In the
firat decade it was 35 per cent; in the decade
belore the war it had gotten down to 24 per
eent. The census of 1570 covered the war
deeade in which this percentage would
raturally be reduced, and besides that the
census of that year was notoriously inade-
quaie. This explains why the percentage
of natural increase was put by it at 15 per
cent. 1o 1880 the pereentage was showa to
Le nearly 25 per ornt, Hut when we fake
Mr. Porter's total, and deduet the zain by
immigration, we find that the increase, by
the excess of births over deaths is reduced,

to 131, per cent, or actually less than during
the wor decade. As it is impossible to
believe that such a violent drop in the
vitality of the nation has actually oecurred,
it is peer=sary for the census authorities to
ahow some reason why this does not discredit
the entire consus,

SMALL HOUSES CALLED FOR.

The need of small houses for the labor-

The importaves of supplying this demand
is apparent on the surfmee, while the profit

from such iuvestments is equally plaio. It
is cortain that the scres of property made
accessible by electrio and cable roads ought
to furnish sites for thousands of pleasant
workingmen's cottages as well as the more
pretentious sort of suburban residences,
The policy urged by our real estate men is
the cowstruction of two and thres-roomed
bouses, which will no doubt vield s quick
and certain reture on the investment. But
it may be guestioned whether a more far-
sighted eourse will not be the erection of &
rather better grade of cottages to rent at the
same nousey. 1o coostruct two or three-
rovmed bonses in largequantities would very
soon degenerate the distriet where it is done
inte tepement and shanty property. On the
cther hand, the construrtion of neat double
cottages containing four or five rooms each
could be carried on i a way that will make
any peighborbood attractive, and also be an
actunl beoefit 1o the public.

It is certain that if the present activity in
building does not provide good homes for
workingmen, as well as fioe residences and
showy middle-ciass bouses, it will miss one
of its main purposes.

OTR WAGES TOTAL

Our esteemed colemporary, the Harris-
burz Call, has made a rather amusing
blunder which iliostrates the importance of
the decimal point. It states that the tota!
wares paid in Allegheny last vear was 834 -
(00,000, and as the population was 550,000,
this gives ac average of §619 10 wages for
every wan, woman sod child in the county.
It procevds to calculate that only one per-
son in three of the total population iss
wage-earper, which gives the remarkably
{at ineowe to the average worker of Alle-
gheny eounty of a Iittle over §1,850.

It woula be pleasani to belicve that the
Cail’s Ggures are correct, although they
would disclose to & good many people in
Allegheny county who believed themselves
t> be earning more than the average income

15 only $6L.81 as the sverage earnings,
which is rigiculous. A further knowledge
of the subject wouid have disclosed the faet
that by the census of 1880, the wage
workers whosé earnings are reported by the
manufactoring eensus, are less than one in
seven. This, if the Call's figures had been
correct, would have made an average in-
come of $£4.300 anoually, but, by the pro-
eess of correct division and multiplication,
amonuts to $430 annually.

The presumption 1s that the statement of

wages paid in thiscounty last year at §34,000,-
000 is obtained from the census authorities,al-
though we have not seen the official report.
If 8o, it is another evidence of the imperfec-
tion of the census, It indicates an average
rate of wages lower than the rate shown by
the census of 1880, while wages have ad-
vanced; and it places theaverage for all the
labor in our manufacturing industries, of
which o large portisn is skilled labor, at
less thaw§1 50 per day, or below the bottom
rate for uopskilled labor. Itshows an in-
crease of only $12,000,000 on the total
shown by the census of 1850; while the in-
creased wages, in the iron and steel indus
tries alone, indicated by the enlargement of
output, is 25 per cent greater than that
sum,
If the official report shall sbow this total
fo refer to the iron and steel industries of
Allegheny county alone, the amount of $34,-
000,000 may be very nearly correct. Ii it
includes all the manufacturing establish-
ments of the county it will be almost as
erroneous as the csteemed Call’s well-meant
but sustaken dallying with the processes of
long division.

FUTURE STEEL CENTERS.

The visit of the British iron and steel
visitors to the iron manufacturing distriet
of Birmingham, Alsbama, was an interest-
ing onme, uot only to that section, but to
Pittsburg, which has kepta kindly watch
on that distriet, not so much asa present
rival 88 an infant which may in time be-
come one. The reports state that sll the
speakers united in declaring that good basic
steel could be made there as cheaply asin
any district in the world, and Sir Lowthian
Bell repeated his prediction of 1874 that
Birmingham would become the point of
eheapest iron production in the Uaion,
which he considers already realized.

These sssertions, made by authorities of
such standing, are, of course, extremely en-
couraging to the Alabama interests, and
must be taken to indicatz the direction of
their greatest growth. Heretofore the com-
plete success of the Alabama iron industry
has been hampered by the unsatisfaclory re-
sults of their efforts to produce iron fit for
the Bessemer process. The declaratioos
quoted are to be 1aken as a corroboration of
what has been intimated belore, that the
basic process affords the Alabuma region
the most avaiiable method of converiing her
miveral deposits into steel, and that with
the adoption of that process the future
erection of & great steel manufscturing
center there is to be taken as s settled
thing.

Pittsburg can recognize this fact trankly
and without jeslousy. The experience, skill
aud musele which our city has sent to that
district has been no mean contribution to its
growth in that direction. Bul because we
recopnize that our Bouthern neighbors bave
before them the brilliant prospeet of becom-
ing competitors to Pittsburg’s steel products,
that is no reason why we must concede that
even st some distant point in the (uture the
supremacy will be transferred. Oun the con-
trary the recognmition of the import-
ant part which basic steel is to
play in creating a competitor, only points
out to Pittsburg the way mn which she
must fortify her position by enlarging her
plants for that class of manufacture as ener-
getically as she has done with the Bessemer
and open-hearth processes. Pittsburg bas
within easy reach immense supplies of ores
suitable for the basie process, and br taking
the steps necessary to make them tributary
to her works she can maintain her leadership
in the manufecture o! steel in the future as
decidedly as in the past.

Our city peed not depreciate or refuse to
recognize the progress of a possible rival in
the domestic production of steel. But when
the factors which promiseto create that rival
can also be made to strengthes the indus-
tries of Pitisburg, the fact is worth careful
attention.

Direct your course along the
Btrand and Fleet strest to St. Paul's, orup to
Oxford street and aloug Holvorn to the Bank
of Eogland The first wonder s to see the
driver make his way. It looks impassable and
impossible ahead. The press of vahicles is like
the push of shoulders along a crowded side-
walk.

This is of the most interesting sights
of London— never get weary of it—to sit by
the driver, away ug onthe hich seatof an
omnibus, and see him drive.

Really the New York streetsiook empty after
the throng and the multitude in the thorough-
fares of London. The Wew Yorlkstores are
finer, th e buildings are handsomer and bigher,
the shop windows more attractive, There Is
not anywhere In London such a jewelry store
as T iffany's, nor such & bookstore as Seribner's
or Dutton’'s. There are stores in Plrtsburg
which might well astonish the eves of ocock-
neys. But the crowds—they have no equal
anywhere!

And the sights in the streets! Along the
curbstone go long lines of sandwich men, carry-
ing great emblazoned placards behind them and
before, announcing a play at & theater or ad-
vertising n merchant’'s goods. At the corner
are sellers of strawberries ana roses. The big-
Rest strawberries you ever saw—every one fit
for G oliah's breakfast, three good bites for any
common mortal—and the reddest roses. In the
the side streets you will not go farther thana
block or two betore you will come upon some
kind of musme.

THE COMTE DE PARIS,

An Historical Parallel Between His Visit
and that by Lafay,
From the 1llustrated London News.)

Btudents of American history may, perhaps,
be pardoned if they are led to trace a faint
parallel between the second visit of the Comte
de Paris to the States and the sccond visit
thereto of General Lafayette, America was
“in the midst of war™ when the young and en-
thusiastic Marquis de Lafayette abandoned the
lnxurions existence of Paris to cross the Atlan-
tic and take uparms In the cause of the ¢olonies
which were stroggiing to throw off the yoke of
Britain, and whose leaders were carrying on
the fght with famished troops and 2
bankrupt treasury agalsstan enemy whose
army was recruited by foreign mercenaries,
and who was backed by a powerful fleet
Lafayette was received with open arms by
Washington, as the Comte de Paris was by
MeClellan: but the arrival of the young French
nobleman maant something mors than in-
dividoal sympathy. It meant the proximata
arrival of French money and of French troops:
it meant the active co-operation with the
American levies of those troops under Lafayette
and Rochambeau in the triumph of York-
town.

Forty years afterwards Lafayette, a veleran
of #7, went back to the States to reoeive A mag-
nificent ovation, His enemies accused him of
baving fostered his own ‘mﬁmm vanity by re-
visiting a land where he couM reckon upon an
enthusiastic reception: buot the reproach was as
unjust as would be any analogons insinvation
laveled at the Comte de Paris. When his Royal
Highness first set foot on American shores, the
Union was to all in the throes of
impending d ution. He returns, after
8-an years, to find the country lova! to the
Union from the Atlantic to the e, with a
population, a productive power and conseqnent
weaith enhanced beyond tre most sangzuine
calenlations of the optimism of ageneration
since; ard surely there is nothing to animad-
vert o in his wmatural desire to behold the
marvellons changes for the better in the coun-
try which, during a gigantic struzgle, he served
with gallantry snd good feeling.
